I UNCUS EFFUSUS, VAR. COMPACTUS IN NEW Ha.MPSHIRE. 
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liminary Lists of New England IMants.— XIII. Juncaceae (Ruodora, 
vi. 34) Juncus ejusus, var. compactus, Lejeune N CoutTois, is recorded 
only froni Maine and Massachusetts. On 13 Augiist, 1903, I found 
this piant, with/. effusus^ L.. beside a brook in East Andover, New 
Hainpshire.— Mary A. Dav, Oray Herbarium. 


Plantago elongaia in Massaciiusejts. — 'Phe i)ublished records 
for this piant in New England, do not e.xtend the range of Plantago 
elougata, Pursh, further to the northeast than Greenwich, R. I. In 
the spring of 1901, however, Mr. J. E. Collins and the writer collected 
this piant in East Providence, R. I., and a few days latter in Seekonk, 
Massachusetts. The .stations are e.xtensive and the piant well estab- 
lished, so without doubt further search will resuit in e.xtending the 
known range towards Cape Cod.— Edward B. Champ.erlain, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. 


Miss Eastman’s New England Eerns and their co.m.mon 
Allies* is a neat 121110 volume of 160 pages. The style is popular 
without being effusive and the information given is unusually accurate 
for a non-technical book. Even such recently published species and 
varieties as NepJirodium pittsfordense and N. spiuulosum, var. con- 
cordiauum are duly included, showing that the authoress has taken 
considerable pains to follow up the latest work on her subject. The 
nomenclature is in the inain that of the sixth edition of Gray’.s Man- 
ual. In the present divergence of nomenclatorial practice it is well 
nigh impossible, however, to treat any considerable group crinsist- 
ently without creating some new combinations.
